BY FARMERS, BUT ONLY. SMALL 
PER CENT TAKE TIME TO VOTE |To Draft Policy 


VISALIA, Dec. 13 — Tulare county farmers voted Tuesday: to 
continue the federal program of marketing quotas, with. acreage al- 


lotments and support prices in three crops — cotton, rice and peanuts. 


In the cotton referendum, 455 
growers favored, 18 opposed and 
three ballots were challenged. Re- 
turns show that less than 500 cot- 
ton producers voted in the county, 
although 5,800 persons were elig- 
ible to vote. 

Six, farmers voted .in favor of 
continuation of the rice program; 
no votes were cast against it; 30 
county farmers were eligible to 
vote. 

Program continuation for pea- 
nuts received three votes, with no 
opposition votes; 10 county farm- 
ers were eligible to vote. 

San Joaquin valiey vote was 
1,666 for and 99 against the cot- 
ton program; rice totals were 167 
for and 14 against. 

Since farmers of the nation fa- 
vored continuation of the pro- 
gram, cotton will be supported in 
1957 at between 70 and 90 per 
cent of parity; price supports for 
rice will be available at $4.43 a 
hundred, which is 80 per cent of 
November 15 parity.

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South American Indians, he said, 
work hard, but have only hand 
tools. They need to learn better 
methods of farming including ir- 
rigation practices, drainage meth- 
ods and soil building practices. 
He says that they “must start 
from where they are’; however, 
and cannot jump immediately to 
modern methods. 


Alfalfa to feed_a herd of 30 to 
40 dairy cows is cut with a hand 
sickle, Mr. Pixley said; back coun- 
try people know nothing of ani- 
mal husbandry; the people eat all 
the corn. 


“People are fat, their animals 
are poor’’, he said. 

In Bolivia, Mr. Pixley visited 
the Ura (the word means original) 
Indians, and one tribe that he be- 
lieves had been visited only twice 
before by a white man. He said 
that the Bolivian Indians show 
three definite race characteristics: 
The Quechua Indians have Mon- 
golian characteristics; the Ay- 
mara, Semitic features and the 
Uru, African characteristics. 

He said that extreme poverty 
exists in some areas — for in- 
stance babies will receive little 
more to eat than coffee with 
sugar in it. In the Chipaya area 
a drought was being .experienced 


a 


and meat supply from Liama and 
sheep was nearly exhausted. 
People in this area have domesti- 
cated a strain of wild hogs, but 
“they look like porcupines”’, Mr. 
Pixley said. 

When he was in the Chipaya 
area, the people had only a six- 
month supply of,food left; even 
if the country received rain, it 
would be eight months before 
crops and more livestock could be 
produced. 

Much of the people’s cereal sup- 
ply comse from the seed of the 
Quena, a plant that appears iden- 
tical to a domesticated type of 
Lambsquarters that grows in Tu- 
lare county foothills. 


In the intermountain plateau 
country of Equador, however, Mr. 
Pixley found an “ideal climate’, 
at an elevation of 9,000 feet. 
Climate is temperate thoughout 
the year; vegetation is always 
green, and top soil, derived from 
volcanic dust is deep and still pro- 
ductive. 

Holstein cattle, from top Carna- 
tion breeding in the United States, 
have been imported into Peru, but 
the strain runs down and new 
animals must be regularly import- 
ed. 

However, in Equador, Holstein 


Gah, 
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bulls have been crossed with na- 
tive heifers and a healthy strain 
of cattle developed that resembles 
the Holstein in appearance and 
| maintains good production. 

Mr. Pixley’s theory is that in 
Peru, because of the rundown con- 
dition of farm lands, cattle de- 
teriorate because they do not get 
proper nutrition; in WBquador, 
where soil is replenished by dust 
from active volcanos and muddy 
glacial water, soil quality holds 
up and cattle do well. 

While Mr. Pixley, who formerly 
worked in Porterville as an en- 
gineer, as well as operating his 
farm below Springville, ‘does not 
know exactly what field he will 
go into when he returns to South 
America, his basic interest is in 
archology and ecology, and he 
plans to continue study in these 
fields — with the possibility that 
he may write a oor in the future.

WOODLAKE, Dec. 13 — An ex- 
periment conducted here on the 


H. B. Fink ranch has shown that 
sfaller turkey hens laid eggs with 
higher fertility than medium and 
large hens. Broad Breasted Bronze 
turkeys were used in the test and 
hens were given supplementary 
artificial insemination. The body 
weight of toms was not signifi- 
cantly related to fertility. 
Six pens were formed, placing 
50 hens and five toms in each pen. 
Large toms, averaging 42 pounds, 
were mated to large, medium, and 
small hens, weighing 20.6, 19%, 
and 17% pounds respectively. 
Small toms weighing 35 pounds 
were mated in a similar manner. 
Hens were eight months old and 
toms nine months old. 
The small hens were 16 percent 
more fertile than the large hens 
and 11 percent more fertile than 
the medium hens. Hatching eggs 
were produced from February 28 
to June 5. As the breeding season 
progressed, the difference in fer- 
tility in favor of the small hens 
increased. The hens in the test 
were of one strain while the toms 
were the second generation of a 
cross between two _ unrelated 
strains. 

Poults raised from the.six pens 
when weighed at 24 weeks aver-

Cut with floured 
cookie cutter or make own cardboard pattern. Bake on cookie sheet 
in 375°F. oven 8 to 10 minutes. When cool, decorate. Makes 1 to 
1-1/2 dozen, depending on size of cookie.

ed, five trees have shown as car- 

riers of the disease, 

Dr. Stout says there is no evi- 
dence that quick decline in the 
San Joaquin valley is ‘spreading 
or moving around now.” He says 
there is nothing to indicate that 
the disease has been spread by in- 
sects —— that so far budwood ap- 
pears to be the source of the dis- 
ease. 

Where quick decline has been 
identified, it has been in top- 
worked trees on sour root stock. 
Apparently symptomless trees can 
carry quick decline. 


Dr. Stout believes that citrus 
growers have “nothing new to be 
alarmed about’; that a disease 
has been discovered that has prob- 
ably been present for a long time. 

Concerning a shortage of Mexi- 
can lime trees needed in testing 
for quick decline, Dr. Stout says 
that the state now has a new
